reared. ‘There is employment for a 
botanift here, and fome ftupendous 
rocks on the coaft, covered with fea 
fowl, 

To Ireland’s eye, which was always 
an ifland,—is unaccountably fet down 
the abbey of Howth, of which the 
following account appears in Trinity- 
college library. § Saint Neffan found- 
ed an abbey here, A. D. 570, where 
he pafled the evening of a well {pent 
life jn faiting and prayer. ‘The book 
of the four gofpels, called the Garland 
of Howth, was preferved here, of which 
archbifhop Allen, in the Mer niger, 
fays, * That book 1s held in fuch vene- 
ration that good men fearcely dare {wear 
by it, for fear of God’s judgements on 
thofe who fhould forfwear themfelves.’ 
The ruins of faint NefYan’s church flill 
remain outhe fouth fide of the ifland. 

Howth caftle with its white turrets, 
now appeared on the right hand of our 
road; it contains fame good apartments 
and a {pacious hall, with furrounding 
wood, and a {mall well improved de- 
mefne. The peninfula of Howth forms 
one fide of the bay of Dublin, and 
though not much inhabited, contains 
fome good fituations for country houf- 
es. Here once flood the royal palace 
of Criomthan, and it was the great 
Janding place of the Danes, where they 
have left a remarkably elevated mount, 
at the foot of which ftands the venera- 
ble abbey in ruins, founded in the fixth 
century, coutaining fome very ancient 
monuments of the Howth family. The 
prefent earl is the 29th baron of his 
houfe, to whofe patriotifm and huma- 








nity we pay a willing tribute; whole’ 


anceftors gained a fignal victory here 
over the Danes, inthe year 1177, on 
faint Laurence’s Gay, irom which, cir- 
cumitance they. derived their’ uame g 
the vittoi’s fword has heen ever fince 
preferved at Howth caitle, near which 
there 1s a neat family chapel. 


Howth is a {mall town, containing .» 


about 500 inhabitants, molt of whom 
are fithermen; ‘the beft houfe in it ig 
O’Brien’s inn, where we always found 
a good dinner, good wine, and that 
civil attention ef mr. O’Brien, to hig 
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guefts, which is found in moft parts of 
England ; our dining room fhewed the 
romantic fituation of the place; on 
one fide the fruitful hills rofe far above 
us, on the other we could fee a fleet 
of fifhing boats failing out ; the ab- 
bey, Malahide &c. while the f{pires of 
faint Doulogh and Coolock churches 
made us fancy ourfelves in England. 
While dinner was preparing, we walk- 
ed up to the light houfe, 2 confiderable 
afcent of more than a mile. This {pot 
is much and defervedly frequented in 
fummer ; it licé at the very eaftern ex- 
tremity of Ireland, and commands an 
unbounded view of the ocean ; in clear 
weather the Welfh mountains may be 
feen. The light houfe is ftrongly and 
eurioufly conftructed, with large re- 
fiecting glaffes, each of which weighs 
forty pounds; there is alfo a dwelling 
houfe, where a bottle of porter may 
be had. 

Criomthan was king of this diftrié, 
and. from hence made feveral fuccefsful 
defcents on Wales, againft the Romans, 
in the time of Agricola, the Roman 
general, A. D. 85. Howth was cer- 
tainly a feat of the Druids, as one of 
their altars {till remain in a fequeftered 
valley on the eaftern fide are the hill ; 
and on the weltern fide of the ruins of 
St. Mary’s church. Inthe town is a 
Roman catholic chapel, with a fine wax- 
en figure of the virgin and child. There 
is allo a fchool here, with forty chil- 
dren, chiefly of fifhermen. This is the 
fifth we found in this fhort excurfion ; 
fome of the malters have only a weekly 
pittance from each child, but if the pa- 
rifh fchools in Ireland were patronized 
by government, and made free fchools, 
it would contribute greatly to civilize 
the entire kingdom ; and we can affert 
that at Monkftown and every other 
place, where there is a free-fchool, the 
poor people feeing their children thus 
noticed, and educated.in the principles 
of religion—are pé&ceable and in- 
dultrious. 

Returning to town by the Clontarf- 
road, we found a new road of about a 
mile, laid out from Kilbarrick ruined 
church on the ttrand, in a ftrait 


line to “Raheny, which will make the 
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road from Howth to Dublia calle, 
only feven miles. The tide being out, 
the extenfive and dreary firand of the 
north bull prefented itfelf, and dur 
minds were depreffed at the thoughts of 
the many haplefs beings who lately 
were fo fuddenly loft, and embraced jg 
the cold arms of death ; but thofe hips 
wrecks will be greatly leflened, and 
Howth will become a confidérable town 
when it is made a {tation for the pack, 
et boats; which fooner or later mu 
be done, as there is an excellent har. 
botr there, only fix hours fail from 
Holyhead. Our eyes were now reliew 
ed by the magnificent view acrofs the 
bay, of the Wicklow mountains, 
Blackrock, Merrion, Booteritown, &e, 
where the floping country and hills are 
richly ftudded with beautiful villas, 
which affords the belt profpeét in Eus 
rope, vaitly more extenfive, more lutu- 
riant, more various, than the bay of 
Naples. With.a pleafing fight of the 
river Liffey, and long line of fhipping, 
we arrived home, well fatished with 
our days ride.

T rial of Hatfield. 


N Monday, Aug. 22, the trial of — 


Hatheld, for forgery, &c. came 
on at Carlifle, before’ fir Alexander 
Thompfon, kunt. one of the barons of 
exchequer. 

Three feveral indi€tments were pre- 
ferred againft the prifoner. 

The firft charged him with affum- 
ing the name and the title of the 
bon. Alex. Aug. Hope, and pretend- 
ing to. be a member of parliament of 
the united kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and with having, on of 
about the month of Odtober laft, under 
the fame name and charaéter, drawn a 
draft or bill of exchange, in the name 
of Alexander Hope, upon one John 
for the fum of twenty 
pounds, payable to George Wood, of 
Kefwick, in the faid county, at the 
end of fourteen days from the dare 
of the faid draft or bill of exchanee. 
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The fecond indi€tment charged the 
prifoner with making, uttering, and 
publifhing as true, a certain falfe, 
forged, and counterfeit bill of exchange, 
with the name of Alexander Aug. 
Hope, falfely fet and {ubfcribed, drawn 
upon John Crump, efq. dated O&. 1, 
i8o2, and-payable to N. M. Moore, 
efq. for 30 pounds, fterling. 

The third indictment charged the 
prifoner with having aflumed the name 
of Alexander Hope, and pretending 
to be a member .of parliament, and 
brother to the right honourable the 
earl of Hopetown, and a colonel in 
the army, and under that fi€iitious 
character, at various times, in the 
moath of October laft, forged and 
counterfeited the hand writing of the 
faid A. Hope, in order to avoid pay- 
ment of the duty of poftage. 

The prifoner pleaded not guilty to 
the charges. ‘The three feveral indi@- 
ments being read, mr. Scarlet opened 
the cafe in an addrefs to the jury, 
wherein he ftated, at great length, the 
enormity of the crimes for. which the 
prifoner flood indiéted. He obferved, 
that the prifoner was qualified to act 
a confpicuous part in fociety, by the 
gentility of his manners, and by the 
extent of his information. He was 
forry to obferve, that a man fo qua- 
lified fhould become fuch a dangerous 
and fuch a difgraceful member of fo- 
ciety. It was well known, he faid, 
that the crimes fingly with which the 
prifoner was charged, met with the 
puoifhment of death; but here was 
an accumulation of guilt, which he 
trulted, he fhould be able to prove 
by a chain of evidence, which would 
challenge the ftri€teft inveitigation.— 
The prifoner at the bar, he faid, had 
been long known to the world; the 
tranfa&tions he had been engaged in 
intereiled many. He was extremely 
forry that the painful duty fhould be 
his, to point out more particular the 
flagitioufnefs of his offences— 
but, however painful his fenfations 
were, he trufted that neither his hu- 
manity nor that of the gentlemen of 
the jury, fhould induce them for a 
moment to forget the momentary du- 


ty which their country had impoled 
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upon them. It became them, he 

in their capacity, to wave all conga, 
rations as to the feelings of humani. 
ty, and confider this quettion ay 
materially affected the happinefs ad 
welfare of fociety. 

Mr. Scarlet then, with a great deg 
of moderation, drew an outline gf 
the prifoner’s conduct, from the time 
he became known to the world, jg 
the aflumed charaétéer of col. H 
He had, he fixid, committed 
crimes, under cover of the name of

Vayage in Search of La Peroufe. (Con- 
cluded from Page 395.) With an 
engraved View of the Ifland of Bourou, 
taken frow the Road, 
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462 WALKERS 


of St. Croix—Cait Anchor at Way- 
grou—vinchor near the Village of 
Bouton— Treatment at Sourabaya— 
Mutiny of Daurbcau—Keturn to 
Paris. 


\ I. now approach the conclufion 
| of this voyage, and have to re- 
gret that, as to its principal objcdt, it 
com ph iely tailed. 

On the icth of April 1793, the 
fips departed from Tongataboo, and 
on the zoth iome of the natives of New 
Caledoaia came on board, not to fell, 
but to boy provifions, of which they 
made ligns that they were in great want. 
Alter anchoring at New Caledonia, and 
having an interview with the natives, 
they made the unpleafant difcovery that 
tine y were cannibal a and extremely pt. 
Captain Cook 
and aortter had sive a very dilierent 


rocious and inpudeut. 
account. Our voyagers, however, had 
repeated proofs of their eating human 
fieth, though probably, which they 
wifhed to infinuate, only that of their 
enemics killed or taken in battle. The 
other particulars of their mterviews 
with the New Caledomans, althioug! 
detailed at reat length, are extremely 
untotereiting, ‘They could | 
intelligence of the fate of La Péroufe, 
but think it not improbable that this 
coalt proved fatal to that navigator, 
who was to nave explored the weflern 
part of st. 

Onthe toth of May they fet fail, 
and on the morning of the 2zoth, per- 
ceived the rland of St. Croix, on which 
they afterward landed, and had fome 
intercourfe with the natives, who were, 
however, rather hoftile, and, as ufual, 
eiven to theft. One of the favazges 
fl:ehtly pierced with an arrow the fore- 
head of one of the feamen, who died 
foon after of the wound, although the 
arrow gid not appear to be pontoned.

‘During our flay at Waygiou we 
were frequently vifited by the natives, 
who brought us turtles, feveral of which 
weighed from 200 to 240 pounds. Ther 
had moftly been taken on the iflands of 
Aiou. The foup which we nade of 
them afforded great relief to our fcorby, 
tic patients, When the natives per. 
ceived that we were in need of them, 
they made us pav for them at ten timg 
theirvalue. ~ Thefe animals continne ty 
crawl about feveral hours after. thet 
heads had been cut off. The native 
fold us Ikewrle, turtle eyes roalted and 
dried; broiled turtle CEES roaited and 
dried;  browed turtle fiefh, pulley, 
Hogs, of which they told us there way 
great abundance in their woods; 
OTANO ES, cocoa-nits, papayas, gourds 
of different kinds, rice, purflain (por. 
tulaca quadrifida ) {ugar canes, pimento, 
unripe ears of ‘Turkey corn roatfed, 
and the frefh fprouts of the papaya 
tree. ‘They told us that the {prouts and 
unripe fruit of this tree were very good 
They brought 
us alfo fago, made into a fort of fat 
cakes, three inches broad and [ix long, 
which they ate without any farthe 
preparation. Some of them brought 
us fago made into a fourifh talted pale, 
after having undergone fermentation, 
© Mott of thefe iflanders were naked 
all but their natural parts, which the 
cover with a coarfe fluff, apparently 
made of the bark of the fig-tree. Th 
heat of the climate renders all othe 
clothing unneceflary. Only their chie's 
wear very wide trowfers and jackely 
made of ftuffs which they buy from tx 
Chinefe, who, as ,they. told us, cam 
from time to time to anchor where 
were. Somcofthem wore alfo bracelet 
of filver, whicy they had kewl 
bought of the Chinefe. Almof # 
the chicts of thefe favages had been 
the Molucca iflands, and {poke the Mas 
language. Some wore hats made of the 
leaves of the vacoua, of a conical tort, 
and very like to thofe of the Chine 
Others had their heads bound 
with a fort of turban. They ha" 
curled hair, which grows very sai 
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and (0.2 eonfiderable length. ‘The co- 
tour of the {kin is not very black. Some 
the beard on the upper hp to

heni fhewed us their dexterity in fhoot- 
ing with the bow at a mark placed at 
the ditance of more than forty paces ; 
snd their arrows always Came very near 
their aim. Others were armed with 
very long lances, pointed with tron or 
bone. Lhefe iflanders undoubtedly 
know how to forge the iron, as they fet 
great value upon fome bars of this metal, 
which we gave them. ‘Tin was likewife 
in great requeft with them. But of all 
wr commodities they gave a decided 
preference to cloth, particularly fuch as 
was of a red colour. 

‘The ifland Waygiou, called by the 
inhabitants Quarido, is covered with 
large trees, and throughout mountain- 
ous, even at a very {mall diftance from 
the coaft. The huts were built of bam- 
boo, railed upon flakes, about three yards 
shovethe ground, and covered withreeds. 

‘It is remarkable, that as foon as 
wehad landed, thofe of our crew who 
were the leaft affeéted with the feurvy, or 
ten fhewed no fymptoms at all of that 
diforder, became affected with a confi- 
derable degree of {welling all over the 
body: but this fymptom, which had 
ry much alarmed fome of us, dilap- 
peared entirely after walking three or 
four hours. 

‘The natives told us, that the road- 
head where our veffels rode at anchor 
was infeited by alligators; but this did 
wot deter feveral of our failors from 
bathing in it. We afterward found 
ome of the prints of their feet in the 
woods. It is particularly during the 
hight-time that thefe animals are molt 
to be feared, 

While we lay at anchor we were 
Miited by feveral of the chiefs. ‘The 
dief of Ravak {upped and flept on 
board the Kiperance the night before 
Mt departure ; but ag foon as he faw 
Peparations for weighing anchor, he 
tw himfelf into the fea, from the ap- 
Mthenfion that we were sroing to carry 
mm away with us. -We fhould have 
" Murprifed at his harbouring fuch a 
meen, if we had not been informed, 
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that months before the Dutch had car. 
ried off his brother, during an entertain- 
ment which they had made for him oa 
board of their veffel. This chief ware 
trowlers, witha very wide Indian cloak, 
and a waiitcoat of fatin. His ear-rings 
were of gold. 

‘The inhabitants of this ifland had 
declared war againft the Dutch, and 
the greater part ofthem, with the moft 
powerful of the chiefs, to whom they 
give the title of fultan, at their head, 
were gone to unite with the inhabitants 
of Ceram, in order to attack the go- 
vernor of Amboyna, who was expected 
there on his vilit tothe Molucca tJands. 
The inhabitants of the huts built oa 
the coatt near our anchoring ltauon, had 
provided for the fafety of their women 
and children, by conducting them, he- 
fore their departure from the ifland, 
into the villages in the heart of the 
country. The road-ttead where our 
veflels lay is called by the natives Boni- 
Saine. It is diltant about 5,120 toiles 
to the eaftward of Ravak, and tormed 
by the coalt of Wavgiou anda fmall 
ifland called by the natives Boni, which 
was ealtward of our ftation. We were 
here almoft under the equator, our 
latitude being found by obfervation 
33s. Our longitude was 128° 53’ &. 

‘On the 4th of September, we cait 
anchor in the road-flead of Bourou, at 
the diftance of 1,000 toifes from the 
Dutch fettlement, in a depth of twenty 
fathoms, over a bottom of fand and 
mud. ‘The commiunder of this {tation 
immediately fent a corporal to us, te 
offer us a fupply of whatever freth pros 
vifions we might have occafion for. A 
few minutes after we obferved fome 


-muikets fired among a herd of buffaloes 


that were walking along the fhore, and 
were informed that the refident had ore 
dered two of the fatreft to be killed for 
the ufe of our veflels. Well acquaint 
ed with the wants of navigators, he 
had fent usa great qutntity of fruit, 
feveral bottles of an agreeable liquor ex. 
tracted from the palm-tree, aid fome 
of the young leaves of a ipecics of ferm 
of the genus afplenium, which grows in 
moift places in the fhade: eaten as fal- 
lad they are very tender and well-tafted. 
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‘The refident, -Henry Commans, 
was a man of great fimplicity of man- 
ners, and very much beloved by the 


inhabitants. It was he whofe happi-

by telling us that he might fleep as muc! 
as he pleaied. We met with fevers 
perlons in his-houfe whe had feen ad- 
mital Bougatville during his flay at 
Bourou, and who mentioned the 
of that celeLrated navigator with en- 
thufhaftic admiration.

time in paffing through this ftrait,as we 
were obliged to lie at anchor during the 
ghole night time, and in the day to 
gait till the tide was favourable to our 
‘atended courfe, before we could fet fail. 

‘During our paflage the natives 
brought us various forts of fruits com- 
mon in the Moluccas. Some of their 
boats had a cargo of wild bread-fruit, 
the kernels of which, thofe who eat of 
them, found very indigettible, even 
when roafted. ‘Lhey brought us hke- 
wile a great number of pullets, goats, 
dried and fometimes freith fifth. Modt of 
thefe natives would not exchange any 
of their commodities with us, before 
they had afked permiffion of the com- 
mander of our veflel, to whom they ge- 
perally made a prefent. ‘They inform- 
edus that a year agothey had feen tour 
European veffels failing through this 
frait, namely, two from Ternate, the 
others from Banda and Amboyna. 
Thefe people trade with the Dutch. 
They preferred money to any other 
commodity we offered them. Mott of 
them, however, were very defirous to 
procure powder and ball from us; but 
when they found that we would not give 
them any, one of them offered us two 
faves in exchange for a {mall quantity 
of ammunition, and appeared extremely 
lurprifed that we did not accept of his 
propofal. 

‘Thefe iflanders brought us a great 
number of parrots, of the {pecies pfllacus 
olxandri and phillacus crifiatus. 

‘We were much furprifed to fee them 
bring fome cotton ftuffs, and thread 
made of the agave vivipara, which, 
they told us, were of their own manu- 


facture, 


‘I made ufe of the opportunities af- 


me by our detention in the ftrait.

‘The moitt ground exhibited almoft 
every where marks of the fect of deer, 
boars, and buffaloes. We fre- 
quently found numerous herds of the 
Mentioned animals lying upon the 
ae? but they always betook 
elves to flight as foon as they faw 
' and it was impoffible to purfue them 

h the mire. 


‘he iflanders aware of the danger 
Augul, 1803, 
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of living near the moraffes, which render 
the northern coaft of Pangefani very 
unhealthy, have built no villages in that 
part ofthe country. It was in the mid 
of thefe moraffes that our erew became 
firft infected with a dyfentery of a ve 
contagious nature, which produced the 
greater ravages among us, as we were 
already much debilitated by the long ufe 
of bad provitions which had become ftill 
more unwholefome during the courfe of 
our voyage. I was alfo infected with 
this diforder, which proved fatal to great 
numbers of our crew. 

‘Sth, ‘his morning at fun-rife, four 
chiefs; who bore the title of Oraa-kai, 
came on board to notify to us, that we 
were not permitted to land, before the 
fultana, who relided at Bouton, and was 
an ally of the Dutch company, had 
been previoufly informed of our defizn. 
We told them that we were very defirous 
of viewing this part of the ifland, and 
one of them went immediately to fignify 
our wifh to that petty lovereigu. 

‘We were foon vilited by two Dutch 
foldiers, who offered to procure us an 
interview with the fultan, afluring us 
that without his permiffion the natives 
durft not fell us any provifions. ‘They 
then conducted us to their own dwelling, 
where we were informed that the fultan 
would not be viitble till very late in the 
afternoon. Upon this intelligence a 
confiderable number of us took an excur- 
fion into the interior of the ifland, di- 
recting our route to the eaftward. [he 
natives did not appear furpriied at fecing 
us, and fhewed no inclination to follow 
us. 

¢ After having walked for more than 
two hours along the banks of a {mall 
river, covered with a great number of 
boats. fome ef which had come from 
the itrait laden with fifths we torded the 
ftream with a view of proceeding to the 
northward. We. went up very fteep 
aicents, where | colleéted a great num- 
ber of plants; among others, the dare 
leria pricutis, and feveral new ipecies of 
the croton. ) 

‘ Mott of the habitations ia this part 
of the country were built upon the 
fummitsof delightful hills, with which 
this fide of the iQand abounds. We 
3N met 
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met with a very fnendly reception from 
the inhabitants, who prefented to us 
fruits of difierent kinds. One of them, 
who went to gather fome cocoa-nuts for 
us, climbed very quickly to the top of 
the tree, by means of an expedient 
which to me appeared fingular. He 
tied hislegs together nearthe ancle with 
a ftripe of cloth, by which he was ena- 
bled to grafp the trunk of the tree with 
his feet fo ilrong as to fupport the 
whole wright of his body; and, as the 
item was not very thick, by thus clafping 
it alternately with his feet and his arms, 
he very foon reached the top. 

‘ We remarked fome forts built onthe 
moft inacceffible heights among thete 
hills, which ferve the inhabitants fora 
place of refuge when their habitations 
are invaded by an enemy. ‘Thefe forti- 
fications confift of ftone walls of corii- 
derable thicknefs, and about tena or 
twelve feet high, inclofing a plot of 
ground from fixty tocichty feet fquare. 

‘The natives who fold us ftuils a 
few days before had not deceived us 
when they-told us that they had been 
manufactured ‘in the ifland of Bouton. 
We faw to-day, in feveral of the houfes, 
looms for manufacturing fimilar tluffs ; 
the workmen performing their operati- 
ons in a manner very like our linen 
weavers. ‘They ufe cotton threads of 
various colours ; but red and blue ap- 
year to be the molt in requeit among the 
matives. 

‘ About four o’clock in the afternoon 
we went to the village of Bouton to fee 
the fultan, We had not been informed 
that it was necefiary to bring fome pre- 
fents with us, in order to be admitted 
to an audience. As we had nothing to 
offer him, he was not to be fpoken 
with; but his fon and nephew received 
us at the fort where he refides. ‘They 
frequently repeated to us, with great 
émphafis, that the whole ifland was un- 
der his dominion ; that he was an ally 
of the Dutch company, and that their 
enemies were his enemies. ‘They then 
told us that the natives of Ceram having 
lately inwaded theif coafts, four of them 
were taken and delivered up to. the 
hing, who immediately ordered them 


fo. be beheaded. They then defired 
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us to ilep a few paces further, and thew, 
ed us, with an air of great fatishyAio, 
the heads of thefe unfortunate ifanders 
expofed upon long poles planted on the 
walls of the fort. 

‘ The villaze of Bouton is built ‘pen 
an emmmence with a very (leep declivity 
to the northweit, and furrounded with 
thick walls which fecure the inhabitants 
from the Incurtions of their enemies a 
The houfes are built of bamboo, ang 
their sroofs covered with palm.trees, 
likethofe of the other inhabitants ofthe 
Moluccas. 

‘ The fultan refides in a fort built of 
ftone. It appeared to us that-this chief 
fhews great dittruit of the agents of th 
Dutch company, though thev are his 
allies ; tor the three Dutch ‘fol hers, 
who were the only inhabitants of the 
company’s houle, were not permitted 
to live inthe village where he refides— 
Lhey were obliged to remain in an is 
convenient, folated dwelling, more thas 
1000 totles dittant from his refidence— 
‘Khey were foon to leave the ifland, 
and go to Macaiflar; but were {lil} de 
tained by the apprehention of meeting 
with the veflels of the natives of Ceram, 
which had been cruifing for fome tim 
in thefe feas. 

‘ft was already night when wet 

urned to the fhore in order to go 0 
board. As it was then low water, # 
were obliged to wade in the fea up’ 
our watts, though the greater part o 
us had laboured under the dyfentery fa 
feveral days, which was very much a 
gravated in confequeuce. 
- €During the day the natives hit 
brought for the ufe of our veffels, ie 
maize, fugar canes, puilets, eggs, duck 
and goats. In exchange for thele p 
vifions they had been offered hardwat 
commodities, but they preferred & 
money current in the Moluccas, efpe™ 
ally the {mall filvered coin which the 
call koupan pera, and is brought ov Y 
the Dutch from Europe.’

‘As foon as my health was a little 
teltablithed, I made frgquent cxcurh- 
sin the environs of the town, and as 

rinto the country as my {trength per- 
ted. } had the pleaiure of feern 
Py collections of natural hiflory increafe 
; "@great number of {pecimens, which 
ind Reve before met with. 

Onthe sath of December, thofe of 
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us who were engaged ia the purfuit of 
natural hiitory, obtained permiffion from 
the governor of Sourabaya to vifit the 
mountains of Prau, fituate at the dif- 
tance ofabout 30,000 toifes welt-fouth- 
weit of the town. 

‘Ou the following day, we fet out 
for the village of Poron, fituate near 
the foot of the mountains. The Java- 
nefe who carried our baggage, fufpend- 
ed it to long poles of bamboo, each 
borne between the fhoulders of two 
men. 

‘Having proceeded about 20,000 
toiles, we arrived at Sonde Kari, where 
we dined after the Javanefe fafhion with 
the chief of the village, who had orders. 
ed a fumptuous repaft to be prepared 
for us. It confifted of feveral dithes of 
broiled fith, and the fleth of buffaloes and 
horfes that had been preferved, as we 
were told, for fix months, by being cut 
into thin flices, and dried in the fun.— 
All the dithes were feafoned very high- 
ly with pepper, pimento and ginger. 
Rice ferved us iu the place of bread, 
and the entertainment concluded with 
a plentiful defert of excellent fruit. 

‘ We foon fet forward on our journey, 
and were overtaken by a heavy rain, 
which put us to preat inconvenience.-— 
A ferjeant of the Dutch troop gave us a 
proot of his authority over the Javanefe, 
who returned to the village we had left, 
by taking out of their hands the umbrel- 
las which they had brought with them, 
none of them daring to refilt. We did 
not know what he intended to do with 
them, till he came up and offered them 
to us, faying, that he thought it very 
pre{umptuous in thefe men to thelter 
themfelves from the rain, while t 
faw us cxpofed to it; but to his great 
furprife, none of us would make ufe of 
the umbrellas, but defired him to return 
them to the owners. 

‘ At length we arrived at the village 
of Poron, where we were receited by 
the chict, who bears the title of Deman, 
His principal office is ta apportion to 
the natives tlicir tafks of Jabour. 

‘ The country through which we had 
paffed isa vaft plain, in which tice ig 
principally cultivated. The plantations 
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were already covered with fix or eight tains of Prau. 


inches of water, retained bythe earthern 
mounds with which they were furround- 
ed. 

Before we arrived at Sonda Kuri, we 
had obferved large plantations of indi- 

o. This article 1s princtpally cultivat- 
ed in Java by the Chinefe, who have 
much more extentive acquamtance with 
the arts thaa the natives. 

‘We faw hkewife feveral fields in 
which the ricinus commun’s was culti- 
vated, from the feeds of which the 

avanefe extracted a kind of Iamp-oil. 

‘ This plain contains alfo a few plan- 
tations af maize, fugar canes, and the 
holcus forghum. 

‘We fpent the night in a very neat 
houfe, built of bamboo, which ttood 
clofe by that of the Deman. 

*rath, On the ‘following day we 
baited at the welt extremity of the fame 
village upon lands under the jurtidi¢tion 
of the ‘Tomogon of Bangui, who, 
though he refided at the ciltance of more 
than 75,000 toiles from thence, came 
early in the morning to give orders to 
the inhabitants to provide for our fafety 
and furnith us with whatever eatables we 
might want. 

‘The Tomogon was a man of muc 
good fenfe, {poke the Dutch language 
very well, and had a competent know- 
ledge of the affairs of Europe. He was 
a Chinefe by birth, but had embraced 
the Mohometan religion in order to ob- 
tain the title of Tomogon. 

‘We were extremely fatigued with 
the journey we had made the preceding 
day upon the fmall horfes common in 
this ifjand. Theirvery hard trot galled 
us the more, as the faddles we were ob- 
liged to make ufe of were not itoffed, 
but confifted of a very hard kind: of 
wood, with a thick piece of iii glaed 
on for their only covering. Detides, 
the Javanef¢dtirrups were too fhort for 
us, and could not be lowered, which reh- 
dered our poture exeremely uncaty. We 
therefore went very hittie from our ha- 
bitation during ahic day, bat on the 
following {rgth) we paficd over a 
plain about 2,500 toifes in Jeagth, and 
for the greater part already cotered with 
water, before we arrived at the moun- 
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The Tomogon of Bay, 
guil came to this place on horfeback 

accompanied by upward of a hundred 
attendants, very well mounted, We 
found him in the foreft, where he wait, 
ed for us ; but, having probably very 
little idea of the fimple mode in whieh 
naturaliits choofe to travel, he had mage 
his men bring chairs with them for yy 
to fit down upon at the top of one of the 
mountains, from whence we had a view 
through the trees of a great extent of 
country, which he told us was all in big 
dependency ; and, to imprefs it the more 
ftrongly into our minds, he immediate 
ly ordered the tops of feveral tek-treg 
to be ftrack off ; but we faw with regret 
more than a hundred feet of the trunk 
of thefe beautiful trees deltroyed and 
facriticed to fuch a momentary gratifi. 
cation. 

- The natives were employed in clean 
ing a fine piece of ground at the foota 
the ealtern mountains. The {male 
trees they cut down with axes; the 
larger they only itrioped of their bark 
near the root, 11 order to make them 
decay. 

‘In the afternoon a diftant found 
thunder ufhered in a violent fall of ram, 
as is ufual at this feafon, which com 
pelled us to haften back to our habite 
tion. The Tomogon, before he retum 
ed to Banguil, repeated the ordersit 
had already given to the natives, 
provide for our fafety and our wants. 

‘On the following days we vifited 
the mountains of Panangounan, pet

What follows, and fhall conclude 
this article, is yet more fingular and 
mgm the ill fucceefs of the voy- 

‘Citizen Riche and I had formed 
aplan of {pending fome time among the 
Mountains of Paffervan, to which we 
had approached very near during our 

‘xcurlion, They are very high, and 
wehave often heard of their fertility 
Rpoken of. Grain is cultivated there 
with great fuccefs. Many European 
Prat secs likewife fucceed very well Upe 
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on thofe heights, on account of the 
mild temperature of their atmofphere. 
It was necefiary for us to procure a new 
order fromthe wovernor before we could 
undertake this expedition ; but Dauri- 
beau, (lieutenant of the Recherche) 
who had offered to requett it for us, 
brought us information that the go- 
vernor had thort!y received new initruce 
tions from the council at Batavia, ace 
cording to which he could not permit 
us to go toany greut diftance from the 
town ! a walk of three or four hours, 
being all that was allowed us. I weat 
feveral times to fee a {pring fituate at 
the diftance of about 7, 500 totkes to the 
weitward. A yreat quantity of petro- 
leum rites to the durface of its water,

and 1s carefully colle&ted by the inhabi- 


tants, who mix it with pitch. Abun- 
dance o pumice {tone ts found in the 
furrounding country. 

‘Citizen Riche and I lodged in the 
fame houle. We generally went out 
together to purfue our refearches, and 
returned in the evening to Sourabaya 
with the new (pecies we had collected. It 
was always with regret that we found 
our labours fafpended by the approach 
of night. But on the roth ot Febru- 
ary 1794, about four o’clock in the 
morning, Chateauvieaux, the comman- 
dant of the place, came with a troop of 
thirty foldiers under arms, to inform us, 
in the name of Dauribeau and the prin- 
cipal officers of our expedition, that we 
were under artefl. Shortly after we 
learned that feveral others of our com- 
panions had fhared the fame fate, with- 
out being able todivine the caufe of fo 
arbitrary an act of authority ; but we 
were foon informed that intelligence 
which Dauribeau had received fron 
Europe, had determined him to hoift 
the white flag, aud put himfelf under 
the protection of the Dutch, who 
were then at war with France. He 
had undoubtedly already then formed 
the project, which he afterward carried 
into execution, of felling the veffels of 
our expedition. To infure his fuccefs, 
it was neceflary for him to get rid of 
all thefe perfons under hint who he knew 
would firongly difapprove of fuch a mea. 
fure. We were therefore delivered in- 
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to the hands of the Dutch as prifoners 
of war, to the number of feven, name- 
ly, Legrand, Laignel, Wallaumez, 
Riche, Ventenat, Piron, and myfelf, 
and conducted to Samarang by a march 
ol 200,000 torfea, over roads bad inthe 
extreme, andin the rainy fealon. We 
were obliged to ule boats to crofs feve- 
ral large plams, invudated by the tor- 
rents defcending from the mountains fi- 
tuate to the fouthward, and which form 
a part of the great chains which runs 
through the whole ifland of Java from 
call to » weft. 

Michel Strot and Pierre Creno, fer- 
wants on board the Efperance, followed 
us in our profeiption. 

¢ Daursbeau had robbed me of all my 
eclleétions. When we left Sourabaya, 
¢ had intruited to the care of Lahaie, 
the gardener, eleven bread-fruit tree 
and an equal number of the roots and 
flems of this valuable ‘pla nt. kept 11) clay 
Ke Pp rfeek preiers atro , at id ht to pro- 
dace as many young trees. He pro- 
mifed to take the bef cave of f them, and 
pave mea recetpt for the depotit. 

*’Phe greater part of the crews were 
thrown mto the prifons of ‘lomogou of 
Sourabaya, . from whenee they were 
taken out fome time atter, part to be 
feat into thole of Batavia, and part to 
remam with Daunbeau. 

‘We left Sourabaya on the 24th of 
February.

Trial of Robert Aflett, late one of the 
Cafbuers of the Bank of England, for 
embezzling of Exchequer Bills. 


N Friday, July 9, Robert Affett 

was brought up to the bar, at 

the feflion-houfe in the Old Bailey, and 

arraigned upon ten indiftments, charg- 

ing him with embezzling, fecreting, 

and running away with certain exche- 

éuer bills, of the value of 1a0ol. each, 

the property of the governor and com- 
pany of the bank of England. 

The clerk of the arraigns read over 
the firft indi&ment, in which he was 
charged with embezzling at the pari 
of Saint Chriftopher le Stocks, three 
exchequer bills of certain numbers, the 

“peoperty of the govergor and compaay 
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of the bank of Encland. The equal 
of the indiétment ftated the bills to be 
certain effects and fecuritics of the fig 
governor and company, which the pg. 
foner at the bar had icereted, embes, 
zied and run away with. ‘To thigip. 
dictment the prifoner pleaced not gui}. 
ty. : 

When the jury were called over, f 


veral of them wete challenged by mp. 


ferjeant Bett, of counfel for the pr. 
foner. At length, however, a jury wa 
{worn. 
Mr. Garrow ftated the cafe on th 
part of the profecution. He {aid hi 
addretied the jury in confequence of jp. 
fiructions which he had received from 
the governor aad company of the bank 
of England, and*he thouid deem it ne 
ceflary, in the courfe of his addrefs, to 
ftate the reafon why this trial, whic 
had ftoed appointed on a former day, 
was poltponed ; and in flating thok 
reafous, h@ was convinced he fhould, 
for the condué of thofe engaged in the 
profecution, experience not only fats 
faction, but the approbation of the 
court. The cafe which he had to pre. 
fent ta their attention, and which h 
fhould make out againft the prifone, 
was of the lait importance, not only to 
the public, but as it affected the lifted! 
the prifoner, and fecurity and intereht 
of the important corporation who had 
brought the profecution forward. ‘By 
a late act of parliament it had been mak 
a capital offence for any perfonivm 
official fituation under that corporatim 
to fecrete or embezzle any property & 
trufted to his care. The governorad 
company were, in many _ iutlanct, 
truftees to the public. It would bea 
cellary for him to ftate the manne s 
which the bufinefs at the bank ts 
acted. The prifoner came into the 
employ of the governor and compily 
about 25 years fince, and about i 
years fince he had been appointed t 
a& under mr. Newland, the om 
cafhicr. It would not be animporta® 
to fay that to that time he hado 
‘duGed himfelf faithfully and ment 
oufly, and until he had” been mee 
“unfortunately to fpeculate inthe 1% 
and ip dereliction to that duty and Be 
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which he owed to his employers, 
iad fubitracted tr mente lams from the 
property entrufled to his care. In the 
year 1799 having gone through the 
yeceflary and regular gradations, he was 
appointed one of the calhiers. It was a 

+ of the bufinefs of the bank to 
purchafe exchequer bills, to fupply the 
exigencies of government; the pur- 
chaies were entrufted to the care of 
a very meritorious and excellent officer 
(ms. A. Newland), but on account of 





that gentleman’s growing infirmities, 


having been 53 years in the fervice of 
the bank, the management was left 
wholly under the care and direction of 
the prifoner. ‘Thefe purchales were 


made of mr. Golfmid, by the means of 


om. Templeman, the broker. It was 
yual to make out a bill in the name of 
the perfon from whom they were pur- 
chaled, which was dehvered to the pri- 
foner, to examine and enter them in what 
was called the bought book, and then 
give orders to the cafhiers to reimburfe 
the broker. The bills were afterward 
depofited in a flrong chefl, kept in mr. 
Newland’s room, and when they had 
enereafed in bulk by fubfequent pur- 
chales, they were {elected by the prifon- 
a,tied up in large bundles, and carried 
to the parlour, that is to fay, the room 
ia which the. direétors held their meet- 
mgs, accompanied by one of the clerks 
with the original book of entry, when 
the directors in waiting received the 
envelope, and depofited them in. the 
frong iron. cheft, which bad. three 
keys, and to which none but the direc- 
tors had accefs; nor could they, be 
brought forth until the courfe of pay- 
ment, unlefs by confent of at lealt two 
Therefore it was not 
pollible for them to find their way into 


the hands of the public or the monied 


market, unlefs by fuch contrivance.as 
hehad flated. On the 25th lebruary

bundles, namely, that containing the 
200,0001. worth of bills, was withdrawn. 
The charge he had to make againtt the 
prifoner was, that he withdrew that 
parcel, embezzled and turned it to his 
own ule. This he fhould moft clearly 
demonttrate to the fatisfaétion of the 
jury. The confidence which the gover- 
nor and company placed in the prifoner 
had enabled him to conceal the tran. 
faction from the 26th of February to 
the gth of April; and it was next to 
an impoffibility that it fhould be difco- 
vered, as no period of payment had ar- 
rived ; but on that day, in confequence 
of an application made by mr, Bish, the 
whole was difcovered. On the 16th of 
March, the prifoner went to that gen- 
tleman, and requefted he would pur- 
chale for him 590,000l. confols, to 
which requeft no objeGion was made, 
provided he depofited the requifite fe- 
curities. ‘The fluétuation of the mar- 
ket at that time was 6 per cent, and 
the prifoner, in order to cover any defi- 
cit, depofited with mr. Bith three ex- 
chequer bills, the fubje& of the, prefent 
indi¢iment,. Nos. 341, 1660, 2694, 
and which he knew had been previeuily 
depofited in the bank. From. fome 
circumitances, and from his general 
knowledge of the whole of the bufinefs 
of the funds, mr. Bith fufpe&ed all was 
not right, and accordingly went to the 
bank, where an ~ inveligation took 
place, at which mr. B. Watfon, one of 
directors was prefent. Mr, Newland 
was fent for, and afed whether any 
of the exchequer bills could by poffibili- 
ty, get into the market again from the 
bank? To which he oie in the 
negative, obferving they were adormant 
fecurity. ‘Ihe fame queftion wag put 
to the prifoner, and the fame anfwer 
It was found neceflary 
to tell him that. the bills in queftion, 
which could. be proved to have been ia. 
the bank, had found their way into the 
monied market, and at. the fame time it 
was obfeived, that. he (the prifoner) 
had made purchafes, toa large amount, 
of Rock, withthe bills; this wes. ac-. 

knowledged 
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kaowledged by hims but he faid he had 
done fo for a friend named Hofer, re- 
fiding at the weit end of the town, and 
he declared they were not bank proper- 
ty, nor to be found in the-bought 
book... The directors, however, were 
not fatished on this point, and he was 
wmmediately fecured. Mr. Garrow 
here remarked upon the dangerous ten- 
dency to fociety of fuch practices, even 
in a private merchant’s houfe, and ob- 
ferved, that the prefent cafe was of the 
utmott confeguence, involving an em- 
bezziement of property to the amount 
af 209,000l. from a large corporate 
body. It would be impoflible for com- 
mon charity to find an excufe for the 
prifoner’s guilt. He fhould prove that 
many of the bills fo embezzled had 
been depofited. with certain gentiemen, 
whom he named, and that after the 

rifoner was im cuftody, his defk was 
meres open, and an envelope contain- 
ing bills to the amount of fixteen thou- 
{and pounds, taken from thence, which 
bills were the property of the bank of 
England, Thefle were the charges 
which he had to bring againtt the pri- 
fener, and which he fhould prove tothe 
full extent. (Mr. Garrow here made 
fome allufions.to the conduct of certain 
prints, refpecting the delay in bringing 
the prifoner to trial, which it would be 
an ufelefs and needlels walte of time to 
repeat,) He then itated the reafon for 
putung off thetrial. It had oceurred, 
he obierwedy to thofe employed in the 
profecution, that the bills in qucilion 
had been iffued with gn informality in 
them, not having the fignature of the 
auditor of the exchequer. They were 
aware of the objections that might be 
taken, and phrhament not then being 
fitting, it was thought advilcable to 
pottpone the trial, leit it might create 
an alarm in the money market. The 
fa was no feaner knoven, than a bill 
was brought into parliameni for remedy. 
ing shofe defedts, and to render the bills 
valid. -This, he trajted, would be a 
fufficient excufe for the delay. He 
was aware that difficulties mizht be 
ftarted by the prifoner’s counfel, with 
refpect to the manaer in whieh thefe 


bills were afterward Hs fhould- 
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be prepared to anfwer the argumenis 
which might be adduced, provided theip 
lordfhips were of opinion the objcétion 
required to be aniwered. . The fury 
were bound, if the cafe was made out, 
to find the pr:foner guilty. 

The counfel for the profecution wer 
about to call mr. Belt, the lecretary to

Mr. Erfkine rofe, and tubmitted to 
their lordibips that the indictment could 
not be fuftained. It charged the pris 
foner of having committed larceny, by 
fecreting and embezzling certain exche 
quer bills. It was only necefflary to 
prove what he had fubanitted, to inquire

Wit aud Beauty. 

IT and Beauty had one day @ 
difpute: Beanty claimed the 
precedence of Wit in every thing 3 
Wit likewife preferred his clarms, but 
they were confined to what were his 
due. The difpute divided the empire 
of Paphos, and it happened on the day 
of a feilivalin honour of Venus. 

Beauty had in Paphos a feparate altar 
and fanétuary. On her altar incenfe 
was perpetually burning : the haughty 
goddefs repaid the homage of the world 
with a fmile, and Love was fatisfied.— 
Wit was admitted into the temple, ra- 
ther from favour than regard, and ap- 
peared to refemble thofe buffoons, 
whom it was formerly the fafhion to 
maintain in the courts of princes, who 
were treated roughly, but paid liberally, 
They feem, indeed, well to have deferv- 
ed their hire, for what greater fervice 
can be rendered to the great than ta 
preferve them from liftleffnefs and ill. 
humour. 

Beauty offered to refer her caufe to 
the whole affembly, and a number of 
perfons of both fexes were drawn b 
lot to compofe the tribunal. Thofe 
who were verging towards the decline 
of life, were excluded: Beauty refufed 
them as interefted judges: and Wit, 
though he might have reafon to com- 
plain, fubmitted to the regulation. 

Beauty advanced to plead her caufe: 
her air was haughty and confident, and 
the agitation fhe felt from the occafion 
added fire to her eyes, and heightened 
the crimfon of her ¢omiplexion. Sle 
preferred her claims: they were, that 
Wit thould Yicl4 to her in all things ; 
that he fhould even rank only as her 
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fervant ; that he thould have no altar 


like her, but come every day to calt in- 
cenle into the fire continually burning 
in her fayctuary. She was then filent, 
rather from a failure of ideas than from 
prudence. Herdifcourfe had begun to 
diminith the tmpreflion which the view 
of her charms excited 3 her filence was 
more ciheicnt in her behalf, and a 
{mile again fecured her audience in her 
interetts. 

Wit then advanced into the midit of 
the aflembly. His features were not 
regular, but they were extremely engag- 
ing. His eyes were full of fire. His 
forehead was lofty, and his hair well 
arranged. All his moit trifling geltures 
were delicate and oterelting. ‘lhe tone 
ef his voice was mafculine, forcible, or 
tender, according. to the fentiment it 
conveyed. Every one waited with im- 
patience to hear what Wit would fay in 
lars defence, and obferved not that his 
fiatare was low, becaufe he was well 
proportioned. The fire of his eyes 
communicated that of his foul. Beauty 
bean to lofe her influence before him. 
He bowed with a confidence mingled 
with refpect, and fpoke as follows :— 

* My charming antagonjit has fo ma- 
ny advantages over me, that 1 cannot 
doubt that you will permit me to have 
rcuurfe to every means in my power 
that may tend to gain my caufe. I re- 
queil thea, that judgment may be defer- 
red tul the day of the great fedlival, 
whicl will be celebrated three years 
heace. Durmg this interval I will fub- 
mit ta every thing that Beauty may re- 
quire of me. I leave you to judge whe- 
ther avy mean jealoufy enters into this 
dilpate on my part.’ 

Every one applauded the propoial, 
and the delay he requelted was unmedi- 
ately granted. A hit was made out of

Beanty received the homage of Wit, 
withoct entertaiming a doubt that fhe 
ihoold fiaaliy obtain the victory.

Suppofe this difliculty {urmounted, 
and a multitude of veflels aflembled ia 
any port of France, fufficieut for the 
tran{port of an army, what would be the 
obvious policy of the Britith govera- 
ment ?— They would infantly commit 
to our brave failors and foldiers the tatk 
of entering fuch port, and of burning, 
{cuttling, and finking the whole of the 
affembled fleet. ‘The more of them, 
the more certain would be their dettrac- 
tion; and there is not a fingle port 
of France or Holland, ( Brett excepted, 
and that portis not duited to the pur- 
pofe,) that could protect them from the 
attack of our fupenor and refolute naval 
forces. 

Should one attack be defeated, i 
would be renewed again and again, »till 
our efforts were crowned with fuccels, 
and the enemy’sarmament rendered ufce 
lefs, or annihilated. 

Until, then, we have totally failed 
as affailants, the idea of a ferious or 
formidable invafion ought to be treated 
with utter contempt by every man of 
common fenfe or prudence. The ene. 
my may perchance vomit on our coats a 
few hundred troops, the unhappy viétims 
of their malice—they may repeat the 
follies of Fi/h-guard and Killala; but 
fuch invafions as thofe will ferve rather 
to keepalive our national {pirit, than to 
excite io usany ferious alarm ! 

Should it be urged, that. the enemy 
may make preparations in feveral ports 
at the fame time, with a view to tranf- 
port feveral armies ; I apply the fame 
fyftem of offence to feveral ports as to 
onc, andwith greater certainty of fuc-

Should 
they, however, baffle our affaults, fo 
as to preferve the integrity of their 
fiect, and have the temerity, in the 
face of our naval forces, to come out of 
their harbours, the Eaglith cruizers, 
who every day clofely watch their mo- 
tions, and could be at no lofs to antici- 

ate their preciic intentions, will, of 
courle, be afiembled in fufficient force 
to lay. all the hopes of the enemy,, and 
the fears of our women and children, 
aileep at the bottomof the ecean! 

It appears, then, that before the 
EneMy CAN LEAVE THEIR OWN COASTS, 
they have the following diiticulties to 
overcome, cach of them in all probabi- 
lity fatal to their defigns: 

1. fn order to afferiis an armament of 
Aufficient magnitude, their veffels mufi have 
the good fortune to elude the vigilance of our 
numerous cruicers. 

2. dn cafe of their fuccef: in affemdling 
a freet, or fleets, tn any of their ports, an 
event wiich would bs inflantly known, they 
muft be fuppofed to be able to rofift the rei- 
terated attacks of our hitherto invincible na- 
wal forces. 

3. Suppofing that all our attempts to 
deflroy their armaments in port are fruj- 
trated, an ifue which cannot tos Ka be 
anticipated, they mufl then (if they dare) 
come out, and face our naval forces, which 
avill be affembled and prepared to receive 
and defroy them.

fome few arrive to their height by re- 
peated fupernatural efforts, but an -infi- 
nite nomber of others tumble down 
inthe attempt, whofe fall is attended by 
the laughter of thofe who admired them 
without knowing them. Near the foot 
of thofe mountains are the terraces of 


| Low Thoughts, which are never emp- 


ty, a vaft number of eople always 


walking upon them: at the end of 
them are the dark hollow caves of deep 

trie: many goto the bottom by in. 
fenfible fteps, and bury themfelves fo 
mich.in their thoughts, that they find 

miclves in thefe caves before they 
eaware of it. They are full of turns, 
aad bye ways that puzzle them much, 
YOU cannot unagine what pains 
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Aes 


they take to extricate themfelves. Neat 
thofe terraces are walks of Natural 
Thoughts, which are eafy and {mooth, 
and ufed by a great many, who if 
they walked no where elfe none could 
blamethem, but they foon yield to the 
temptation of entering into a very glit- 
tering palace not very far diftant from 
thence, called the palace of Trifling.— 
They are no fooner there, but they, 
hke thofe that live there, become

fo idle and childifh, that they are no 


more to be knowne While thofe who 
mever leave the walks of Natural 
Thoughts are the moft reafonable of all, 
becaule they foar no higher than they 
ought, and their expreflions are always 
jult and proper. 


Befide the river of Rhime, there is 


another called Reafon. Theie two 


rivers are diftant enough from one ano- 


ther, and their courfe being very diffe. 


rent, there can be no communication — 


between them but by channels, which 
require a very great labour: neither’ 
can they be made every where, for only 
one end of the river Rhime anfwers to 
that of Reafor. ‘Thus feveral towns 
feated on Rhime, can have no commu. 
nication with Reafon, whatever pains 
may be taken. Befides, thofe channels 
muit pals through the Solitudes of Good 
Senfe, which is a country almoft as little 
known as ‘Terra Auttralis. 

Rhime is a great river, whofe courfe 
is very winding and uneven, and has 
fome very dangerous falls to thofé who 
venture tonavigate onit. On the con. 
trary, the courfe of the river Reafon is 
very ftrait and even, and its ftream clear 
and {mooth, but it isa river that doth 
not bear all forts of veffeéls. 

There is in Poetry-a very dark foreft, 
called the forft of Nonfenfe, which is 
proof againft the funbeams, and light 
itfelf cannot penetrate into it. Its 
trees are thick, bufhy, and all entan- 
gled into one another. It is fo old that 
men have made it almoft a point of relt- 
gion not to meddle with its trees, nor 
is there a hkelihood that every any will 
dare either to wee! or clear it. Men 
no fooner ict their toot in it, but thep 
lofethemfelves, without ever being wile 
ling to believe they are gone aftray: it 
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is full of an infinite number of imper- 
ceptible labyrinths from which it is im- 
poflible to get cut. In this foreft the 
river of Reafon lofes itfelf, 

The large province of Imitation is 
very barren, and produces nothing : its 
inhabrtants are very poor, and go a 
glcaning tn their neighbour’s fields, yet 
hardly ever acknowledge the Kindnefs, 
although fome of them grow rich by 
that trade. 

Poetry 18 very cold toward the north. 
There we find the éities of Acroftic, 
Anagram, and fome others. The peo- 
ple {peaking another diale& than the 
more fouthern counties, generally con- 
verfe with them in Latin, which moft 
of them have very ready. 

The ifle of Satire lies in the ocean 
of. Learning which bounds on one 
fide the Kingdom of Poetry: it is 
wnder tts jurifdiction, like the ifle of 
Wight under that of Hamphhire. It 
is all furrounded with a bitter fea, 
which abounds much in falt, princi- 
pally a black fort. It, has many 
{mall rivulets whote fpring, like that 
of the Nile, 1s generally unknown ; 
and what is more flrange, not one of 
them 1s frefh, but brackifh at the beft, 
and bitter to the tafte. The people 
are naturally inclined to correé& their 
neighbours, and imveigh very feverely 
againit their vices. Great numbers of 
them are alfo malicious, blunt and 
coarfe, and freely. facrifice their friend 
to their jeft, which is fo burdenfome to 
them, that they will hazard a beating 
to get rid of it. They fpare neither 
age, fex, nor condition, which makes 
them the hatred of the reft of the 
kingdem, who fometimes are forced to 
bribe them with preferments, to ftop 
their barking. ‘The*natural propenfity 
which the inhabitants of Poetry have 
to hate and calumniate one another, is 
a great encouragement to the Satirifts, 
for whatever they fay is always heard 
by the others with a great deal of plea- 
fure, provided it be not concerning 
themielves. 

Near this ifland is the peninfula of 
Epigram, which has a tharp point, and 
is very pleafant, although of {mall ex- 
tent. 
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Near the continent is the Archipely, 
goof Bagatelles; they are a vai nom. 
ber of little iflands fcattered here and 
there, like the Maldive, nature hayip 
taken a pleafure to be wanton th 
no lefs than in the Egean fea. 
chief are the iflands of Madrigak, 
Songs, Sonnets, ‘Catches, &c. and 
float up and down continually in the 
water, being the lighiteft things in th 
world. 

There is a province in Poetry called 
the Bucolic: the people there neve; 
lived in cities, having a mortal averfion 
to them. Its chief village is called 
Paftoral, and they would be ther 
the happieft men in the world, were 
they not genera'ly unfortunate in love, 
which caufes their fheep to go aftray, 
or be devoured by the wolves, whom 
they yet think often kinder than their 
miftreffes, and could never extirpate a 
we did in England. ‘They are com. 
monly fo full of gallantry, that if they 
did not {peak of their flocks and rurd 
concerns, they might be miflaken for 
courtiers, The village Eclogue is tot 
near fo large as Paftoral, but in my mind 
more pleafant: the fweetnels of its 
air 3, its pleafant fields and vallies ; tts 
fhady groves and purling flreams ; the 
natural foftnefs in the language of ite 
inhabitants, and the eafe and tranquilll- 
ty of their life, affect us with a more 
fenfible and real pleafure, than all the 
glittering noify pomp of courts and 
cities : as the lilies and rofes of theif 
:ymphs charm more than the gold and 
fparkling gems of the great; though 
fome of its inhabitants are often as much 
too rhetorical and wity, as others art 
two clownifh. I ought now to git 
you an account of the governmeny 
manners, and cuftoms of Poetry, but 
that I muft defer to another opportu 
ty ; and am, fir, yours, P, M.

E were next conduéted to al 

the interefting places whith 
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refpected our Saytour previoufly to his 
death ; fuch as the {pot where he was 
confined before his trial and condemna- 
on; that where he was {courged, wad 
the crown of thorns placed on his 
head ; that where he was nailed ta the 
cof, &c. We faw the fiffure im the 
eck which was rent by the earthquake 
athe time he gave up the ghoit, to- 

ther with the place where the folders 
cat lots for his garments, and the fpot 
where his body was embalmed. 

The whole of this very extenfive 


building, in which the Greeks, Latins,, 


Armenians, and Copts, have each rel- 
ively a chapel, ftands on Mount 
Calvary. We vifited each of thele cha- 
Near to that which was built 

by St. Helena, the mother of Con- 
fantine the great, in commemoration 
ofthe finding of the crofs on which 
our Saviour was crucified, we faw the 
avern which was formerly the grand 
refervoir of water that contained the 


cols. In the middle of the Greek 


chapel ftands a marble bafin fixed onthe. 


gound, which the Greek prie(ts told 
us was not only placed in the centre of 
the pile of buildings, but in the centre 
of the univerfe : this beautiful chapel 
w built of yellow and white marble, 
and feveral of the columns are of verd 
antique. We next proceeded to the 
chapel where Mary vifited Jefus, the 
pavement of which is of beautiful mar- 
be, inlaid and ornamented with much 
tale; In the courfe of our inquiries, 
we faw the tomb of Baldwin, governor 
f Jerufalen, who was killed during the 
crufades, 

The beauty and grandeur of thefe 
wildings do great credit.to the age in 
Which they were executed. Over the 
gue which led us to the elegant ftruc- 
ture erected by the order of St. Helena, 
“which the holy fepulchre and the 
mmorable {pots I have noticed above 
ary saclofed, we faw the vetliges of fe- 
Weral pieces of fine fculpture, together 
witha confiderable number of marble 
tid granite columns of the Corinthian 
der, and other archite@tural decora- 


The Greek and Armenian priefts en- 
Prained us with coffce and fherbet 
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in their refpective chapels. They told 
us, that afcer the French. had landed 
in Egypt, the Turks had, on a plea of 
{uipicion that the monks in general 
were not entire flrangers to the ine 
tentions of the enemy, fearched their 
monaiteries for arms, papers, and 
other concealed effects, and had ob- 
lived them to {eek refuge in the 
building over the holy depulchre : 


‘they had there threatened to bring 


cannon agaialt them, and put them 
to death, in cafe thev fhould refufe 
to open the door of the building, and 
furrender themfelves. In this alarm. 
ing crilis they were providentially 
faved by a ‘Turkifh fantoa, or fana- 
tic,’ who took his ftation on an ele- 
vated part of the city, and there 
hara gued the Muflelmen in behalf 
of the minifters of the chriftian gof- 
pel, reminding them that, havin 

fearched their monatteries, they had 
neither found arms nor any other ob- 


ject which could lead to fulpicion, and 


recommending them to defift, and per- 
mit the unfortunate priefts. to return 
to their convents; the effet of this 
exhortation wag, that the multitude 
laid afide their fanguinary purfuit, and 
the monks were permitted to return 
quictly to their homes. They were 
not ungrateful for their deliverance, 
but collected a confiderable fum of 
money for the fanton, which he, with 
great delicacy, refufed. - 

On our return we dined at the con- 
vent with the holy fathers, and pro- 
ceeded afterward to the general’s lodg- 
ing, where the vifit of the mufti, wha 
came thither to pay his re{pects, was 
fhortly after announced, This perfon- 
age, who feemed to carry terror and 
diimay in his countenance, told us, 
that it was impoflible Jerufalem thould 
ever be taken, as there were fevent 
thoufand prophets on the other fide of 
the Dead Sea ready to come forward for 
its protection and defence. He alfo 
declared to us, that it was recorded 
in the ‘acred writings that the Englith 
and Turks had been friends for more 
than athoufand years. He was not 
only fupreme of the church, but held 
the office of cadi, or judge. 
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On his departure we returned the 
vifits of the Greek and Armenian cler- 

y. ‘The Armeman church, a fine and 
elegant {tructure, was ornamented, by 
feveral good {criptural paintings. The 
fathers pointed out to us the fpot 
where the head of St. James was de- 
pofited, after he had been decapitated 
at Carffa. 

We rofe at five in the morning of 
the 13th, and went to the chapel, 
where m raf was performing. We 
breakfafted fhortly after, aed at feven 

o’clock left’ Jerufalem, on our way to 
Bethlem, accompanied by the fuperior 
and feveral of the monks belonging to 
the Latin convent, in which we had 
taken up our refidence. On our quit- 
ting the city we pafled Mount Sion, on 
which the walls of the city are partly 
built, and which is fep arated by a val- 
ley from the ‘hill where Judas Tfe -arlot 
{fold Tei us for thirty pieces of money ; 
nee road winds aver a part of this hill. 
After an hour’s journey we reached a 
CON vent built by St. Helena, from 
whence we had a view of Bethlem, 
the road leading to which is extremely 
y, and of a very dreary appear- 
On approaching, the Deatl Sea 
wasin our view. Bethlem ftands on 
acriofty mountain, the foil of- which 
abounds in chalk and marl. The inha- 
bitants came out to welcome us on the 
road; and this was done by the women 
by a moit hideous fhricking noife, ac- 
companied by geitures and diftortions 
which it would be difficult to deferibe. 
On our paflage through ‘the itreets 
the houfes were thronged with pe opie. 

As we approached the convent, in 
which we wete received with great hof- 
pitahty, we pafled beneath the ruins 
of an ancient gateway, and afteward 
entered a lofty building, erected by St. 
Heleva, anciently ftyled the temple, 
but now the convent of St. Cathe- 
rine. It 48 ornamented with at leaft 
fifty lofty and beautiful columns of 
marble, of the Corinthian order, and 
has on its walls the remains of feveral 
fine paintings, in freico, of feriptural 
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meafure deftroyed by a portion of { *; 
which they have converted into » it 
pel, having been divided of by the 
Greeks, who received permiffion from 
the Turks to do fo, on their content. 
ing to pay an annual contribution, 

“After having paryences of an excel. 
lent breakfatt, provided by the fuperior 
of the convent, we went to fee the 

three furprifing bafins built by Solomon, 
near to which he is faid to have foent 
much of his time. 

The pools, or bafins, of Solomon 
are three in number, and fituate ing 
floping hollow of the mountain, one 
above another; fo that the waters ¢f 
the uppermott defcend into the fecona , 
and thofe of the fecond into the thir’: 
their figure is quadrangular; the 
breadth is nearly the fame tb all, 
amounting to between eighty and nine. 
ty paces; m their length they differ, 
the firft being about one hu dred and 
fixty paces long, the fecond two hun. 
dred, and the third two hundred and 
twenty ; the depth of each 1s contide 
rable. They are lined with ftone, 
plaittered, and in a tolerable ttate of 
repair ; they contained, however, but 
little water when I vifited them. 

The monks by whom we were a 
companied conlidered thefle pools, ot 
bafins, as one of the greatelt antiquities 
in the country. 

They are diftant two hours journey 
from Bethlem; and the road which 
leads to them, confifting entirely & 
rocks, is almoft impraétic able. Thel 
bafins fupplied the inhabrtants of Beth 
lem and Jerufalem with water, by means 
of aqueducts, which app ared, how 
ever, at the time of our vilit, to beott 
of repair. In the vicinity of the pools 
we noticed.a Turkith fort: and, not 
far from it, the fource, or fpring, OY 
which the bafins are fup plred w: ‘th water 
as wellas by the rains which occafioe 
ally fall upon the neighbouring mov} 
tains during the winter feafon. 

In returning, we paffed €! throagh 
valley, in which was a garden, entit! 
the garden of Solomon: its irrigation 
having been favoured by the watet 


whith ot times iffues from the rece, 


above into the valley, the vegetable 
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dotained had a very promifing appear- 


ance. We faw in the valley the ruin, 


alfo of a building, which we were told 
had been inhabited by Solomon’s con- 
eubines. 

On approaching Betilem the general 
made a {ketch of the town: and we 
fund, on our arrival, a fumptuous din- 
ner prepared for us at the convent. Af- 
ter this repait we vifited the birth place 
of our Saviour, a deep cavern hewn 
out of the folid rock, and lighted up 
by a couliderable number of lamps, 
ia which the manger was, as well as 
every other interefting particular, point- 
dout to us. The manger was, for 
the fame reafon as the fepulchre, cafed 
over with marble, to prevent the pil- 
rims from mutilating it, and carrying 
of with them fragments of fuch pre- 
cious rclics. We were afterward con- 
dutted to a variety of memorable {pots, 
and, among them, to the deep and 
immenfely large ciftern into which. the 
bodies of the infants murdered by com- 
mand of Herod were thrown. Near 
tothis cillern the tomb of St. Jerome 
was fituate. 

The convent of St. Catherine, in 
which at one time twenty monks refided, 
but the number of whom was now 
reduced to eight, and the Greek and 
Armenian convents, being all of them 
within the faine walls and encloture, fo 
ato conilitute one large and entire 
building only, all the ever memorable 
places within bethlem, which the fa- 
ered writings have recorded, are in this 
way built over and preferved. 

The inhabitants of Bethlem confit, 
for the greater part of Greeks, Arme- 
bans, and Arabs, converted to Chrittia- 
ty: among its population but few 
Turks are to be found. The drefs of 
the men, like that of the neighbouring 
peafants, is extremtely fimple, and con- 
uits of a long white chemife, or frock, 
with a girdle faftened round the waitt : 
very few of the poorer iort, whether 
males or females, wear fhoes. ‘The wo- 
men are dreffed in a blue chemife, with 
*cotton belt, or girdle, and cover the 
| with a long white veil, which 
flows loofely down the back: their 


Complexion is very dark, approaching 
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almoft to black: they are very labori- 
ous, and fubmit to every defeription of 
drudgery: they are betrothed as foon 
as they come into the world, and marry 
at the early age of twelve years. 
Bethlem, ftanding on an eminence 
and on a chalky foil, is juftly confider- 
ed by the inhabitants as poffefling a 


very falubrious air ; in proof of which 


I obferved but few among them whe - 


had a fickly appearance; there were 
indeed fome cafes of opthalmia, but 
very rare. ‘The fides of the mountain 
of which this town is fituate were, as 
well as the fummit, interfperfed with 
fine vineyards, banked in with ftones, 
which mult have coft a prodigious la 
bour to the cultivators: the grapes 
they yielded, were remarkably large 
and finely flavoured. In addition te 
thefe we faw figs, pomegranates, and 
an abundance of olives, on which fruits 
the inhabitants in a great meafure, 
fubfift. In the vallies fome corn is 
produced, and the bread made from it 
is of an excellent quality, ‘The dews, 
which fall in great abundance, are 
highly favourable to the vegetation in 
general, 

As we had to return in the afternoon, 
the vilits of the Greek and Armenian 
patriarchs, it was fomewhat late before 
we guitted Bethlem, infomuch that we 
did not reach our convent at Jerufalem 
until feven in the evening. I brought 
away with me from the former of thefe 
places feveral chaplets, or ftrings of 
beads, made from a /ruit brought from 
Mecca, dyed of a red colour, and 
crofles, and other trinkets, made from 
a pearl-oyfter, which the inhabitants 
procure from the Red Sea, and which 
they manufaéture into thefe curious ar- 
ticles with great addrefs. 

On the 1gth, at eleven in the morn. 
ing, we left the convent at Jerufalem, 
on our way to the Mount of Olives, 
fituate at about a mile’s diftance from 
the walls of the city. Our attention 
was then directed to the fepulchres of 
the kings, which the monks confider as 
the third wonder in that part of the 
world. Toinipectthem, we entered at 
the eaft fide, through an opening cut 
out of the folid rock, whieh brought us 
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into a fpacious court of about forty 
paces iquare, cut down into the rock, 
with which it is encompafled initead 
of walls. On the fouth fide of this 
court there is a portico, nine paces 
long and about four broad, in like man- 
ner hewn out of the natural rock: it 
has a kind of architrave running along 
its front, and although time has cer- 
tainly deprived it of fome of its beau- 
ties, yet it ftill exhibits the remains of 
excellent fculpture of flowers, fruits, 


&c. On the left hand, within this 
portico, we entered ‘a {mall ape?- 


ture upon our knees and hands: the 
aflace was become difficult on account 
of the accumulation of rubbifh collected 
at its mouth.

The Story of Eponina. 
TT HE following little hiftory has inv 


it fomething fo peculiarly inte. 
refting and affecting, that it can fcarces 
ly be read without the moit lively emo 
tion. 

During the ftruggles of Otho, Vitel« 
lius, and Velpalian, tor the fovereigne 
ty of Rome, and in the unfettled 
{tate of the empire, Sabiuus, a native 
of Lanpres, an ambitious and wealthy 
man, of high quality, put in his claims 
among others, to the pofleflion of the 
throne. [Encouraged by his country~ 
men to this bold undertaking, he pre- 
tended, by calling an imputation onthe 
chaflity of his grand-mother, to trace 
his lineage from Julius Cafar. Havin 
revolted againft the Romans, he caufed 
himfelf, by his followers, to be faluted 
emperor. 

But his temerity and prefumption 
quickly received a check: his troops 
who were defeated and {cattered in all 
directions, betook themiclves to flights; 
while, of thofe who fell mto the hands 
of the purfuers, not one was {pared.— 
In the heart of Gaul, Sabinus might 
have found fafety, had his tendernefg 
for his wife permitted him to feck it. 
Efpouied to Eponina, a lady of admira- 
ble beauty and accomplifliments, from 
whom he could not prevail upon himfelf 
to live at a diltance, he retired from the 
field of battle to his country-houfe.- 
Having here called together his fervants, 
aud the remnant of his pecple, he in- 
formed them of his difaiter, and of the 
 muifcarriag 
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mifcarrtage of his enterprife: while 
he declared to them his refolution of 
putting a voluntary period to his exil!- 
tence, to efcape the tortures prepared 
for him by the victors, and avoid the 
fate of his unfortunate companions. 
He proceeded to thank them for their 
fervices, after which he gave them a fo- 
lemn difcharge : he then ordered fire 
to be fet to his mantfion, in which he 
fhut himfelf up; and, of this ftately 
edifice, in a few hours nothing re- 
wained but a heap of afhes and ruins, 

The news of the melancholy cataf- 
trophe, being fpread abroad, reached 
the ears of Eponina, who, during the 
preceding events, had remained at 
Rome. Her grief and defpair on 
Jearning the fate of her hufband whom 
fhe dearly loved, and who had fallen a 
wictim to his tendernefs for her, were 
too poignant to be long fupported. 
In vain her friends and acquaintance 
offered her confolation ; their efforts 
to reconcile her to her lofs ferved but 
to aggravate her diftrefs. She deter- 
mined to abftain from nourifhment, and 
to re-unite herfelf in the grave to him 
without whom fhe felt exiftence to be 
ap intolerable burthen. 

Por three days fhe perfevered in her 
refolution. On the fourth, Martial, 
a freedman, who had beena favourite 
domeflic in the fervice of her hufband, 
Acfired to be admitted by his miitreisto 
a private conference, on affairs of the 
utmoft importance. 

In this interview, Eponina learned, 
with an emotion that had nearly fhaken 
to annihilation her languid and debili- 
tated frame, that Sabinus, whom fhe 
fo. bitterly lamented, was {till living, 
and concealed in a fubterraneous ca- 
wern under the ruins of his houfe, 
where he waited with impatience to 
seceive and embrace his beloved and 
faithful wife. ‘This fcheme had been 
eoncerted in confidence with two of his 
domettics, in whofe attachment Sabinus 
entirely confided. It had been hither- 
to concealed from Eponina, that, 
through her unaffected grief on the 
{uppofed death of her hufband, greater 
ercdit might be given to a report on 

nich his prefervation entirely depend- 
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ed. ‘To thefe welcome tidings Martish 


prefumed to add his advice, that his 


lady fhould ftill preferve the external, 


marks of forrow, and condu& her 
felf with the utmoi{t art and precay. 
tion. 

Eponina promifed, with tranfport, 
to obierve all that was required of 
her, however difficult micht be the 
tail of diflimulation ; and to endure 
yet a fhort delay, left fufpicion thould 
be awakened, of the meeting which 
fhe anticipated with fo much tendernefg 
and joys 

At length, devoured by a mutual 
anxiety, this affectionate pair, could ng 
longer fultain a feparation. By the 
management of the faithful freedman, 
}.ponina was conveyed in the darknels 
of the might to the retreat of her huf. 
band, and brought back, with equal 
fecrecy, to her own houfe, before the 
dawning of the enfuing day. Thele 
vilits were repeated with the fame pre. 
cautions, and with great peril, during 
{even months, till it was at lat deters 
mined, asa plan which would be at 
tended with lefs tmconvenience, and 
even with lefs danger, that Sabinus 
fhould be conveyed by night to his ows 
boufe, and kept concealed in a remote 
and private apartment. But this pre 
ject, in its execution, was found t 
abound in unforefeen difficulties: the

This a& of ill-timed feverity threw a 
{tain upon the character and memory 
of Vefpafian, whofe temper in other 
refpects had not been accounted fan- 
guinary. The generous affection aad 
heroifm of-Eponina were confecrated 
in the admiration of future ages.

The 
quantity of current {fpecie in the kings 
dom is extremely {mall ; in the bulhone 
office at the bank they would find little 
but the bare walls: and in the ranfack- 
ing of the metropolis itlelf, we could 
venture to predict, that a large army 
would not divide FIVE SHILLINGS @ 
man ! 

While this we are confident ts a true 
ftatement of the matter with reipeét to 
plunder, the mvafion of England is 
a moft gigantic undertaking 3 fuch as 
the ambition of Louis X1LV. at atime 
when the kingdom was almoft equally 
divided into two faétions, did not dare 
to undertake, even for the reftoration 
of his friend, and the eftablifhment of 
the popifh religion. The Englith are 
not a nation of Sybarites; they love 
their comforts, but they are’ not de- 
bauched by effeminate pleafures. Even 
the highelt and moft opulent among us 
are engaged in manly amufements. Our 
young nobility, when they appeared at 
Valenciennes, and in Egypt, did not 
fhew themfelves unworthy of the valour 
of their anceftors; and is there a fingle 
inftance of a Dritifh army runnjng panic 
ftruck from the field! The nation never 
was, at any period of its hillory, except 
perhaps in the latter years of the feven 
year’s war, under lord Cliatham’s ad- 
miniftration, fo united as at this crifis. 
The friends of liberty, thofe who were 
fligmatifed as Jacobins, are now the 
moft forward to refent and to refit the 
odious tyranny of Bonaparte. It ought 
to be a flrong and impreflive leflon te 
the firit contol, (if the firit conful 
were a ftatefmen,) that the Britifh mie 
niftry are at this period not afraid to 
truit the whole people with arms in theig 
hands. If there were a difaffeéted par- 
ty in the kingdom, this'would be a moft 
defperate meafure ; but the minifter and 
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If we turn our eyes to another 
branch of the public defence, the un- 
dertaking will appear {till more defpe- 
rate, indeed bordering on infanity.— 
The navy of England never was in fo 
flourifhing a ftate as at prefent. If 
Lous XIV. then, after the aétion on 
Beechey-head—if the late king of 
France, when the navy of France and 
Spain rode triumphant in the Britith 
channel—if while a defperate mutiny 
pervaded our flects the jacobin govern- 
ment did not dare to attempt an invafion, 
with what but difeomfiture and dif- 
grace can the firft conful flatter himfelf 
at prefent? ‘T’o land in England the 
French expedition mutt efcape the vi- 
gilance of our cruizers, an efcape 
which is almoft miraculous for a_fingle 
fhip. Should a landing be atteripted, 
betore it can be accomplifhed, there is 
a probability that an English fleet 
would appear and throw the whole ex- 
pedition intoa fatal confufion. Should 
they even at any one point effect a 
landing, their flotilla will be inftanly 
deftroyed, and all reinforcement cut off 
at fea. The Enclith peafantry would 
turn out in fueh myriads as to throw 
up in a fingle night impenetrable in- 
trenchments. The regular army would 
be fupported by a numerous and well 
trained militia, and by a warlike people 
aflembied en maf?. What fuccets can 
be expected fram fo prepofterous a pro- 
ject ? Where is the general who will 
undertake fuch a command; or under 
what guidance will an army truft them- 
felves in the very jaws of deftruction? 

Yet we are told the invafion of Eng- 
land is popular in France. If it be 
really fo, it mul arife from the grols 
ignorance In which the military and the 
people are kept, from thofe fatal coun- 
cils which have deitroyed the liberty of 
the prefs. Fatal we mutt pronouncethem, 
both to the government and the peo- 
ple, for where the means of informati- 
on are cautioufly withheld, the guvern- 
ment will fufter from ignorance as well 
asthe people. From this very circum- 
fiance we think it not improbable that 
the invafion of England will be attempt- 
ed; and that attempt will be the def- 
truction of France.

When the capitulation was made 
with the regency of Hanovér, it is 
evident the firft conful mutt have feen 
that it was impoffible it could receive 
the ratification of the king of England, 
who regarded the invafion of that electo- 
rate ag a violation of the neutrality of 
Germany, and on that plea had ap- 
pealed to the guaranteeing powers. 
The French government, when it fuit- 
ed their purpofe, admitted that the 
elector of Hanover, and the king of 
Great Britain were characters diftinét 
from each other in a political point of 
view; but when an act of aggreffion 
might. be profitable to France, it chofe 
to infift‘on their aétual identity. From 
the circumitance of the capitulation not 
being ratified however by the Britifh 
court, the firft conful has taken occafiz 
fion to annul it altogether.
